navigation. U nder-w ater logging op­ 
erations to clear the lake w ere there­ 
fore started. 
It is thou ght tha t the forest is pre­ 
historic, a rem nant of one that grew 
in the Lake W ashington area in the 
day s when it was dry land: or tha t 
great landslides in rem ote ages car­ 
ried the trees into the lake. 
The trees w ere w ithou t b ranches 
and stood vertical, or 
nearly 
so; 
they were semi-petrifled. The long­ 
est tru nk removed was 121 feet 6 
inches.

NEW ZEALAND MODEL 
MILKING SHED USED 


Dr. M. E. McDonald, inspector for 
the state departm ent of agriculture, 
Im perial valley, reborts tha t W illiam 
Paine, of El Centro, has a novel 
type of m ilking shed tha t is arous­ 
ing the interest of various inspectors 
and others who have seen it. 
Mr. Paine has a herd of some six ­ 
ty or seventy cows. H is m ilking shed 
how ever, is equipped w ith a milking 
m achine and consists 
of 
only 
six 
stalls. The cows enter the stalls, and 
after being milked, pass on through 
doors in the front of the stalls which 
are released by m eans of a level 
from the rear. O ther cows aw aiting 
their turn take their places so that 
there is no loss of tim e. They are 
m ilked by 
m achine 
directly 
into 
pipes which tran sfer the m ilk direct 
to the receiver, in the m ilk house. 
Mr. Paine has been using this sys­ 
tem for some six m onths or a year 
and reports tha t the cows are read­ 
ily trained to follow each other into 
the stalls and that he is well pleased 
w ith the plan. 
W hile this system is a novelty in 
this state, it appears tha t it is by no 
m eans A novelty in other countries. 
Inform ation is that a gentlem an of 
New Zealand devised it som e tw enty 
years ago, and tha t now it is in very 
common use in both A ustralia and 
New Zealand. In fact, it is reported 
tha t practically all the m ilking sheds 
of New Zealand are of this type and 
tha t they are adapted both for m a­ 
chine and hand milking. Because of 
the sim ilarity of conditions there and 
here it is thought by those who have 
im ported the idea tha t the plan is 
suitable for California.

Wo rld W ar who are still inmates o f 
go v ernment and p riv ate ho sp itals. 
The censu s is the first step o f the 
Legio n in a camp aign to make life 
mo re wo rth liv ing fo r the sick and 
disabled. 
A card will be made o u t fo r ev ery 
man in ho sp ital, giv ing info rmatio n 
o n his name, ho me address and o r­ 
ganizatio n with which he serv ed. 
The data will be o btained by co mmit­ 
tees fro m all Legio n p o sts and the 
cards filed at natio nal headq u arters 
in Indianap o lis. The index will be 
accessible to any o ne wishing to lo ­ 
cate a sick o r wo u nded man. 
Under the legio n p lan, ev ery man 
in ho sp ital will be v isited at least 
o nce a week. Ou tings and entertain­ 
ments will be o rganized, delicacies 
and reading m atter will be su p p lied 
and ev ery man will be made to feel 
that a p erso nal interest is being tak­ 
en in his case. The sp irit o f the p lan 
is to hu manize ho sp italizatio n wo rk. 
Ev ery o ne 'in the co mmu nity will 
be asked to help bu t the legio n will 
lead the way . 
There are still mo re than 20,000 
disabled and sick v eterans co nfined 
in abo u t 1200 go v ernment and p ri­ 
v ate ho sp itals. 


Charles Brandon Booth, 
in

name of the Volunteer Prison League 
of America, presented a strong ap­ 
peal at the meeting of the local Ro­

He declared 
that the machinery in the p riso n 
sho p s is inadeq u ate and antiq u ated 
and that a great p er cent o f the 
go o ds p ro du ced in these sho p s are 
wo rthless and u nmarketable. 
Func tion Cura tiv e 
“The idea that a p riso n is a p lace 
p ro v ided fo r the p u nishment o f crim­ 
inals is abso lu tely 
wro ng,” 
Bo o th 
said. “Tne fu nctio n o f the p riso n 
is cu rativ e and if the hu man dere­ 
licts that find their way into o u r p e­ 
nal institu tio ns are no t tu rned o u t 
better men and wo men than they 
were when they entered then the sy s­ 
tem is a co mp lete failu re.” 
“Two -thirds 
o f the 
crimes 
fo r 
which men and wo men are sent to 
p riso n are co mmitted by p erso ns no t 
mo re than 25 y ears o f age. Many o f 
these criminals co me fro m the fam­ 
ilies o f men who hav e serv ed lo ng 
terms behind bars and who hav e 
had no o p p o rtu nity o f p ro v iding their 
families with a liv eliho o d. The fam­ 
ilies o f the men in p riso n^do no t 
want charity . Often, when the head 
o f the family is sent away to serv e 
a sentence, the family 'w ill mo v e

with a defin ite protection in case 
of attempted rejection of railroad 
claims, an d similarly protect the 
bu y er again st the shipper billin g or­ 
ders an d apply in g cars that fall be­ 
low the requ iremen ts of the agreed- 
u pon con dition of 
the 
pu rchase, 
whether it be grade, pack or con di­ 
tion of the goods at the time of ship­ 
men t. We hav e agreed to pay already 
to this in spection bu reau $25 0 to ap­ 
ply on ou r Tu lare cou n ty bu sin ess.” 
W. F. Read, in charge of the in ­ 
spection serv ice for the state of 
Californ ia departmen t of agricu ltu re, 
states that other shippers are giv ­ 
in g similar assu ran ce. The in spec­ 
tion serv ice will immediately be rec­ 
ogn ized by all bu y ers as the missin g 
lin k brin gin g abou t satisfactory bu y ­ 
in g on an f. o. b. basis.
